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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The rejections in the previous Office action mailed April 19, 2004, are maintained for reasons of record. 
Applicants' propsed After Final amendments to Claims 1 and 15 introduce substantive changes that raise issues requiring further search 
and/or consideration, and therefore will not be entered. Specifically, a clear definition of "prestored gene family data" is not disclosed in 
the instant specification so that the metes and bounds of the limitation are unclear, and the method as claimed does not require the gene 
family data to be sequence data. The introduction of the term "match" is not defined as to the type of match, the degree of identity of the 
match, and whether the match is between two sequences or not, since the prestored gene family data is not required to be sequence 
data. Additionally, the term "match" is new matter since it was not disclosed in the application as originally filed. 
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
